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roTOH. November 11. 
The Skying, “All things come to those 
who wait,** U noi generally accepted u 
being strictly true, but if “many” be 
substituted for “all,” and the wait be 
long eoough, It will be accepted by 
everybody ae true. One of the moet 
persistent of the demands made by the 
National Farmers' Alliance since Its or¬ 
ganisation, and repeated at its Conven¬ 
tion at Memphis last week, has been for 
s graduated lnoome tax, and to the 
shrewdest observers It now begins to 
look altogether probable that an Income 
tax will be Imposed by the Fifty-third 
Congress; and although Mr. Cleveland 
has In the past expressed himself as 
being opposed to such a law, the circum¬ 
stances which will compel that Congress 
to adopt some quick and oertein method 
of raising money to meet the big deficit 
that la anticipated between the revenues 
and expenditures of the Government for 
the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1893, 
will, it Is believed, cause him to either 
sign the bill or to allow It to become a 
Jaw without his signature. 

This same expected deficit will, unless 
some precautionary legislation be adopt¬ 
ed at the oomlng session of Congress, 
and that, owing to the political difference 
between the House and Senate, is not 
confidently expected by any one with 
whom your correspondent has talked, 
make the sailing of an extra session ne¬ 
cessary. Indeed, It is already regarded 
here as certain that an extra session will 
have be held, and the difference of 
opinlod among prominent Democrats is 
whether It will be better to call 
it in tiie spring or to wait until fall. It 
is probable that the condition of the 
Treasury when the new Administration 
takes charge will determine the time for 
the extra session to meet, or whether It 
shall meet at all. Secretary Foster of 
the Treasury says there will be no de¬ 
ficit for the current fiscal year, and that 
bs has made no predictions as to one in 
the next fiscal year. No prediction was 
p e s es s s ry from ths Secretary; the Treas¬ 
ury statements are open to the public, 
aid everybody who takes ths trouble to 
study them up and compare the proba¬ 
ble lnoome for the next fiscal year with 
tbs expenditures that are absolutely 
bound to be made, even If Congress were 
•ver so economically Inclined, will soon 
corns to the oooclusion that a deficit Is 
Inevitable unless avoided by new legis¬ 
lation. 

President Harrison certainly possesses 
tbs happy knaqk of making good ap¬ 
pointments to responsible positions. 
Among tbs vacancies which it was gen¬ 
erally thought after election returns 
wore In that It would be Impossible to 
a man big enough to fill for the short 
lime remaining of the present Adminis¬ 
tration was that of Assistant Secretary 
. of the Treasury, but President Harrison 
solved ths problem as soon as he cams 
to It In the regular coarse of busi¬ 
ness by appointing Congressman-elect 
Clear of Iowa, whose experience on ths 
Ways and Means Committee of- the 
House had mads him familiar with 
Treasury matters. Mr. Gear was de¬ 
feated for Congress in ths Democratic 
tidal wave of 1890, but was re-elected to 
ths Fifty-third Congress, so that it will 
not Inconvenience him to put In his time 
until his Congressional term begins as 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury. 

There is a rumor hers that President¬ 
elect Cleveland and Vlce-Presldsnt-eleot 
Stevenson are not of one mind about 
vho shall represent Illinois In ths next 
Cabinet, and that Mr. 8tevenson claims 
tbs right to make his selection. Wheth¬ 
er this be true or not cannot at this 
time be said, but from prominent Demo¬ 
crats of Illinois, quite a number of whom 
bare been In Washington during the last 
!»w days, it has been learned that there 
tre two rival factions, one of them 
beaded by Mr. Stevenson, fighting for 
this Cabinet position as well as for the 
control of the Fedeiai patronage of the 
State, and the prediction hae already 
been made that unless they can agree 
upon some man who is personally satis¬ 
factory to Mr. Cleveland Illinois will 
not be represented In the Cabinet. 

Mr. Blaine has been sick again. He 
had a severs cold, which for a time 
threatened to develop s serious throat 
trouble, but he is now nearly all right 
again. It is probable that he may spend 
the winter in Southern California or In 
Mexleo, ae be finda this climate, with Ite 
frequent; ard sudden changes Is winter, 
more end more trying to him every year.
